Tribute to veterans 

Obama says U.S. ‘will do right’ by those who serve nation

President Obama paid tribute to U.S. war vet- 
erans Wednesda}^ saying no commemoration, 
no praise can match their service. 

Our servicemen and women have been 
doing right by America for generations, 
Obama said in a speech at Arlington National 
Cemetery commemorating Veterans Day, his 
first as president. 

Earlier Wednesday, the president and his 
wife hosted a breakfast at the White House for 
about 200 veterans. The guest list also includ- 
ed Veterans Affairs Secretary Eric Shinseki and 
Apollo II astronaut Buzz Aldrin, a former Air 
Eorce pilot, spokesman Nick Shapiro said. 

Obama spoke after laying a wreath at the 
Tomb of the Unknowns, a white marble sar- 
cophagus housing the remains of unknown 
American soldiers from World Wars I, II and

the Korean conflict. 

The president was to meet later Wednesday 
with his top military, security and intelligence 
advisers to continue debate over the military’s 
request for more troops in Afghanistan. 

White House spokesman Robert Gibbs 
said Tuesday that Wednesday’s discussion will 
focus on four options for a U.S. troop buildup 
in Afghanistan and that the president may 
announce his decision after he returns from 
a trip to Asia on Nov 19. 


General Stanley McChrystal, the U.S. com- 
mander in Afghanistan, is seeking as many as 
40,000 more troops. The U.S. force there is 
scheduled to number 68,000 by the end of 
the year, including 21,000 Obama authorized 
earlier this year. 

Ten Republican members of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, including John 
McCain of Arizona and Lindsey Graham 
of South Carolina, sent Obama a letter 
Wednesday asking him to fully support 
General McChrystal’s call for additional 
resources and troops. 

“On this Veterans’ Day, young Americans 
are fighting in Afghanistan in what General 
McChrystal describes as a situation headed 
toward defeat unless we act while we still have 
the opportunity to turn the tide and regain the 
initiative,” the senators wrote in the letter. 


Holy swine-flu 
prevention

An Italian inventor has combined faith and 
ingenuity to come up with away to keep church 
traditions alive for the faithful without the fear 
of contracting swine flu— an electronic holy 
water dispenser. 

The terracotta dispenser, used in the town of 
Eornaci di Briosco, functions like an automatic 
soap dispenser in public washrooms. A church- 
goer waves his or her hand under a sensor, and 
the machine spurts out holy water. 

“It has been a bit of a novelty People initially 
were a bit shocked by this technological inno- 
vation, but then they welcomed it with great 
enthusiasm and joy The members of this par- 
ish have got used to it,” said Eather Pierangelo 
Motta. 

Catholics entering and leaving churches usu- 
ally dip their hands into fonts full of holy water, 
which has been blessed by a priest, and make 
the sign of the cross. 

But fear of contracting the HiNi virus has 
led many in Italy— where about 15 people have 
died of swine flu— not to dip their hands in the 
communal water font. 

“It’s great,” said worshipper Marta Caimm as 
she entered the church. “Thanks to this, we are 
not worried about catching swine flu. It is the 
right thing for the times.” 

Luciano Marabese, who invented the dis- 
penser, said he did so out of concern that fear 
of swine flu was eroding traditions. 

And he is now blessing himself all the way to 
the bank. 

‘After all the news that some churches, like 
Milan’s cathedral, were suspending the use of 
holy water fonts as a measure against swine flu, 
demands for my invention shot to the stars. I 
have received orders from all over the world,” 
he said.

Fare hikes on hold 


CTA riders get 
a 2-year reprieve, 
but service cuts and 
iayoffs stiii possibie

Chicago Transit Authority leaders on Thursday 
are expected to sign off on an agreement to 
freeze bus and train fares for two years in return 
for limited state help that won’t be enough to 
avoid service cuts and major layoffs. 

The deal struck with Gov Quinn also leaves 
the Regional Transportation Authority, which 
oversees the CTA, on the hook to repay tens 
of millions of dollars in loans because the state 
money is not guaranteed after two years. Transit 
officials also warned that fare increases likely 
will be necessary following the freeze. 

And despite the deal, the CTA said it still 
may have to lay off employees. 

Quinn deemed the pact a “comprehensive 
plan,” though it does little to address the CTAs 
long-term money problems. 

“The resources of our public transportation 
system have been limited, and as a result we 
don’t just look the other way,” Quinn said. “We 
find ways, prudent ways, to help the system 
maintain its stability and move forward.” 

Here’s how the agreement is supposed to 
work: The RTA would borrow $i66 million the 
next two years and funnel it to the CTA to keep 
buses and trains running. The state will make 
the loan payments for two years at a total cost 
of $15.3 million. After that, it’s likely the RTA 
would be responsible for paying about $10 mil- 
lion a year for 28 years. 

Quinn said the cash-strapped state is able 
to come up with the transit money as a result 
of legislation approved last month to collect 
more federal funding to pay for health care for 
the poor. Quinn said he can now shift money 
earmarked for those bills to cover the transit 
plan. 

Senate Republican Leader Christine Radogno 
of Lemont said Quinn’s plan is more about 
ensuring his election next year than responsible 
leadership— the governor gets to claim credit 
for averting fare increases but is only pushing 
the money woes down the road. 

“I am absolutely appalled at the utterly irre-

sponsible so-called solution that he’s proposed,” 
she said. ‘At a time when this state is known to 
have significant revenue issues, he is commit- 
ting millions of dollars of tax dollars to bail out 
the Chicago-area transit systems.” 

Quinn bristled at the phrase “bail out,” say- 
ing it was an “inappropriate word” to describe 
the deal, which still leaves the CTA in a 
$100 million hole. 

Transit leaders, who got lawmakers to raise 
the sales tax last year to avoid what they said 
was doomsday, publicly endorsed the deal. 

“Tough times are not over, we’re going to 


recover slowly I’m sure positively, but we’re 
going to recover slowly,” RTA Chairman James 
Reilly said. “There still remains a lot of tough 
issues that we have to face as we go forward. 

The CTA board, which will vote on its new 
budget Thursday, originally was set to raise reg- 
ular bus fare by 25 cents, to $2.50. Express bus 
and all rail fares would have jumped to $3 from 
$2.25. And most unlimited-ride passes were 
slated to get more expensive, including a hike 
in the 30-day pass to $110 from $86. 

Those fare increases are being averted by the 
state deal.

Jury sentences Dugan to death

2:30 p.m. The slain girl’s mother and sisters 
wept. 

“I’m shedding tears not of sadness but 
joy” said Patricia Nicarico, Jeanine’s mother. 
“But not real joy A small measure of closure. 
But we have satisfaction knowing he is on 


death row.” 

DuPage County State’s Atty Joseph 
Birkett and Assistant State’s Atty Michael 
Wolfe received a round of applause as they 
walked out of the courtroom. Members of 
the Nicarico and Schnorr families embraced 
each other. Donna Schnorr also was killed 
by Dugan. 

“In Illinois the death penalty is for the 
worst of the worst,” Birkett said. “Dugan 
is among the worse of the worse. Jeanine’s 
family has answers today” tribune

But some energy experts questioned whether 
a storm could cause such a widespread power 
outage in two countries. 

Zimmermann denied that the problem 
could have been caused by computer hackers.

SAO PAULO, Brazil Brazil’s president sought 
an urgent explanation for the worst power 
outage in a decade, which left a huge swath of 
the country in the dark for more than five hours 
and raised doubts about the reliability of its 
energy infrastructure. 

The blackout Tuesday night left tens of mil- 
lions of people without power across most of 
the country’s wealthy southeastern region, halt- 
ing subways and snarling traffic in major cities 
such as Sao Paulo and Rio de Janeiro. 

President Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva sum- 
moned his energy minister, Edison Lobao, for 
an urgent meeting in the capital Brasilia early 
Wednesday to explain what caused the outage. 

An energy ministry official told Reuters 
on Wednesday that initial findings showed 
the outage was triggered when a major storm 
downed three power lines that run from the 
giant Itaipu hydroelectric dam on Brazil’s bor- 
der with Paraguay 

“The system is designed to withstand two 
contingencies ... here we had three,” said 
Marcio Zimmermann, the ministry’s executive

What do the experts 
order? What would 
they order for one 
another? We find out

Even the experts need a good drink recommendation every now 
and then. And what’s good enough for them, is good enough for 
you, right? Right, 

We rounded up some of our favorite Chicago booze aficiona- 
dos —one wine, one beer, one cocktail— and drove them around 
town, asking them to use their expertise to order a round for 
the group at some of the city’s best haunts. The results are a 
guided tour through top drink lists. We took notes so you don’t 
have to. 



Jennifer Contraveos, 25 

Bar manager at Mercadito (108 W. Kinzie St.) and its 
downstairs lounge. Double A, which opened Thursday. 

She’s also a Metromix 2007 Best Bartender finalist. 

Jonathan Cutler, 37 

Award-winning brewer at Piece (1927 W. North Ave.); he 
won a gold medal for his Top Heavy Hefeweizen at this 
year’s Great American Beer Fest. 

Erin Drain, 24 

Manager and buyer for Lush Wine and Spirits’ South 
Loop location (1257 S. Halsted St.). 

WINE

(Erin orders for

Domaine Mercouri red, 2005, $8,50 glass 

Jennifer stays away from wines with heavy tannins, 
loves a good Burgundy and isn’t partial to reds or whites. 

Erin ordered her this Greek red wine, a blend of refosco 
and mavrodaphne grapes. “It’s perfectly balanced and 
has a nice fruit-forwardness, but these intense sour- 
cherry notes are taking the wine to a strange place,” 

Jennifer said. 

Launols Blanc de Blanc Champagne, $14 glass 

In addition to a little carbonation in his drink, Jonathan 
enjoys a good cabernet blend and oaked c harden nays. 

Erin ordered him a blanc de blanc Champagne, made 
entirely from chardonnay grapes, from the Launois 
vineyard. With lots of yeast in the nose and prominent 
green apple notes, the Champagne hit the spot for 

Jonathan. 

Foradorl Teroldego Rotallano, 2006, $10 glass 

Erin likes most things bubbly, not to mention wines 
made from eccentric grapes and a good syrah. So 
she ordered herself this Italian red from the Foradorl 
vineyard. It was a little less tannic than she expected, 
but she loved the wine’s many layers and black currant 
notes. She’d order it again if she were looking for a 
lighter red. 

BEER

Jennifer is a fan of Belgian trippel-style ales and steers 
clear of anything too hoppy. Jonathan ordered her 
this weizen bock-style ale from Bavarian brewery 
Weihenstephaner. She loved the hints of banana and 
allspice, the lightness of the beer and its higher alcohol 
level (7.7 percenD. 

LaFolle,$5 

Asking Jonathan which of Piece’s beers is his favorite “is 
like asking me which of my kids 1 love most.” He ordered 
himself New Belgium’s La Folie, a sour Flemish-style red 
ale you don’t usually see on tap. When he’s having just one 
beer, he likes ordering a sour one, he says, and La Foiie did 
the trick. 

The Ten Commandments, $21 (750-ml bottle) 

While she’s most likely to have Victory Brewing’s Prima 

Pils at home, Erin’s favorite beers tend to be Belgian 
farmhouse ales. Jonathan ordered her this high-alcohol 
(9 percent) abbey ale from California brewery the Lost 
Abbey. Erin gave it a thumbs up, saying the higher 
carbonation gave this dark, spiced ale a lighter feel. 

COCKTAILS 

Tiny Lounge 

4352 N. Leavitt St. 
(Jennifer orders 
for the group) 

Pisco sour, $9 

Jennifer’s never met a whiskey cocktail she didn’t like. 

She ordered herself the pisco sour, saying the egg-white 
topper was beautiful and the lime-zest garnish was a 
nice touch. Her only complaint? Too much pisco. Mixed a 
bit differently, it would have been a hit. 

Whiskey sour, $9 

His standby drink is vodka and soda, and he stays away 
from cocktails with egg whites. Jennifer took the latter rule 
as a challenge and ordered him a whiskey sour (with egg 
whites). The verdict: Not only did he like the cocktail, he 
said the egg white helped balance the whiskey-sour mix. 

Esprit de Corps, $9 

Manhattans are Erin’s go-to drink, and she likes ’em 
strong. Jennifer ordered her this mix of armagnac, sweet 
vermouth, pear liqueur, lemon juice and mint. She liked 
how well the pear and mint flavors worked together, and 
the armagnac sated her craving for a brown liquor.

If you listen to the debut album by 
local folk-pop outfit Pinstripe 45’s in 
tim the presence of frontman Marshall 
Hanbury Jr. (of Absentstar), you’ll 
probably want to go up and give him a hug. The disc is 
covered in sorrow, from lonely opener “Because She Waits” 
to snappier closer “Letter to a Drowning Man.” Yet Hanbury 
Jr. finds beauty in sadness, singing in “Even When You Cry,” 

“You’re just so pretty even when you cry,” and moving toward 
the uplifting “I Love You, Irene.” Produced by Jacquire King 
(Kings of Leon, Tom Waits), “Darkened Window” is clean and 
aching, dangling on the edge of despair and recovery, as 
likely to be given as an apology as savored after a break-up. There are wisps of David Gray and 
even Glen Phillips here, and the lyrical seriousness can sometimes be a little much to take. 
(“Bent Back Cedar” is an unrewarding downer.) But the redeeming factor is the direct honesty 
of the words, bent and twisted by the tremble of Hanbury’s voice. You’ll actually want to listen 
to these sob stories, which are pretty enough not to bring you down if you’re feeling fine, but 
likely to hit a nerve if you can relate.

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Chicago comics breaking into 
the spotiight on their own terms

Don^t expect “Def Comedy Jam” high-jinx when it comes to 
Chicago-born comics Deon Cole, Erica Watson and Hannibal 
Buress, 

The trio— currently in the limelight on-screen and behind the 
scenes— don't write much material about dead (and living) rap- 
pers or relendessly rip audience members who sit too close to the 
stage. Nor do they necessarily tell raucous story-jokes in the tradi- 
tion of Def Jam legends Chris Tucker, Mike Epps, D,L, Hughley 
or the late, great, Bernie Mac, 

Watson sees herself and others, including Buress, as part of a 
new generation of black comics. These performers— who increas- 
ingly perform for diverse audiences and expand their subject mat- 
ter to universal themes— are enjoying the spotlight, Buress said he 
isn't aware of many audience members who expect certain jokes 
from him because of the color of his skin, but false perceptions 
exist for some, Watson told RedEye, 

In Buress' case, the West Side native has built a comic career on 
diverse audiences, mainly on the North Side and around concepts as out-there as how much 
pickle juice he collects in his refrigerator and his inner desire to kick a pigeon, 

“A lot of my sketches come from ideas, not attacking anybody” said Buress, who after 
seven years doing stand-up in Chicago and New York landed a full-time writing position on 
“Saturday Night Live” this fall. 

Still, there's an expectation that certain elements— such as ripping on pop culture figures, 
particularly rappers and singers— continue to define black comedy even after the original Def 
Jam comedy went off the air in the late '90s, according to some comics including Watson, who 
returns to her hometown Nov 19 with her one-woman show, “Eat Bitch,” 

“Black people are very diverse and a lot of people don't know that,” said 
Watson, a Hyde Park native who appears in the Oprah Winfrey- and 
Tyler Perry-produced drama “Precious,” “People only see one 
thing when it comes to a black woman or a black man on 
the stage. But even those who stick to the Def Jam comedy 
style have an opinion about what's going on in the world. They 
should be able to talk about more than ‘hood' material to a 
y broader audience,” 

^ Black comics are increasingly getting those chances, and 

in pivotal behind-the-scenes roles. Cases in point: Buress' 
“SNE' gig and a historic achievement for Cole, 




Last month, the Roseland-born comic became the first black writer in 
“The Tonight Show” history according to an NBC spokesman, 

“I got a congratulations call from Jesse Jackson,” Cole told RedEye 
of his new full-time gig after 16 years as a stand-up comic and sketch 
writer, “I mean, this is a big deal,” 

Still, redefining the term “black comic” isn't an easy task. 

Some of the comics who talked to RedEye shared the difficulties of 
being embraced by diverse audiences and burdens of what some described 
as “representing” their race. In the latter case, Watson was surprised at 
the amount of vitriol aimed at the tide of her one-woman show 
Only white men in the NewThrk area where she launched the show 
seem to “get it,” ^)C^tson said, 

“When I teU them {the show] is called Tat Bitch,' they say ‘Oh, 
so you're going to do a social discourse about yourself and your body 
issues,"' Watson said, “When I hand a flier to a black dude, they ask, 
‘Why are you disrespecting yourself?' HeU, I get called a fat bitch just 
walking down the street or if I bump into someone at a club and make 
them spiU their drink. Why is it different if I say it about mysell?” 

Cole, just a month into his Conan O'Brien gig, said he feels particu- 
lar pressure not to mock black culture too harshly That doesn't stop 
him from mining for material from his unique experience. He recently 
appeared in a show segment, lamenting that blacks don't have a special 
drinking day, while non-blacks get to toast Cinco de Mayo, St, Patrick's 
Day and Oktoberfest, 

“There is definitely a fine line between funny and embarrassing your culture,” Cole said, 
“I'm not going to make stuff up just to make people laugh at my expense. I'm just bringing 
my experience to mainstream America,” 

Much more damaging to the image of blacks in America, according to Cole, are some 
rappers and singers, 

“They're out here making people think that when you get rich, you can throw money all 
over the place and have naked girls dancing around in your living room,” Cole said, “They've 
seriously made a generation of people believe this can happen,” 

Buress says he can recall only one instance in which an audience member at Zanies came 
up to him and told him he was amazed by Buress' material, 

“He said I like you because you're so street, but also smart,” Buress said, adding that he 
didn't know where the “street” comment came from, “He asked if I knew what he meant 
and I said ‘naw,' and just kind of walked away” 

Watson, however, said she constantly combats stereotypes about her brand of funny— 
from black and non-black crowds alike— when she steps onto a stage. 

Often the only female black comic on a bill unless she is on the “urban” circuit, Watson 
said some are clearly surprised her comic range includes riffs from Eacebook to Speidi,
